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REASONS FOR DEFEATING PROPOSED CONSTITUTION 


î . The memb ers of the convention were unfair to the people of Illinois, in the 
methods which they used if) sub mitting the proposed Constitution to the voters. 


The learned gentlemen who drafted the Constitution required two years and 
nine months to formulate a cumb ersome, vague, and indefinite instrument. The 
convention completed its work Septemb er 12th, .19 22, and decreed that it should 
b e voted upon b y the people on Decemb er 12th, 19 22. 
Under the present Con­ 
stitution, they could have given the pub lic six months to study the complex prob ­ 
lems which they sub mitted, and which they required nearly three years to form­ 
ulate. Why did they fail to give the voters a reasonab le time to consider the re­ 
sult of their effort? 
Were they afraid that the people would b ecome too well 
acquainted with its provisions? 
it was finally arranged for sub mission during 
a political campaign and at one of the b usiest seasons of the year. 
This course 
was manifestly unfair. 


2. The proposed Constitution should have b een sub mitted to the people b y 
sections* rather than as a whole. 
Jn. this manner, the pub lic might have rejected 
the ob jectionab le features. 
The Constitution sub mitted in the State of Ohio 
within a recent period of time was sub mitted in sections and after voting out cer­ 
tain b ad provisions the remainder was adopted. 
More recently the Constitu­ 
tional Convention of the State of New York sub mitted a document as an entirety 
and it was overwhelmingly defeated, as the proposed Illinois Constitution should 
b e. 


3. The proposed'Constitution involves the Supreme Court of Illinois in poli­ 
tics b y placing under its control numerous political appointments. 
The Courts 
should not only b e relieved, b ut prevented from indulging in partisan politics. 
The Supreme Court is the only remaining b ulwark that the people have to pro­ 
le: 1 them from the gigantic political machines which are now in control of our 
pub lic affairs in this State. That Court now has a b urdensome task in deciding 
the cases which are sub mitted, and they should not b e involved in political strife 
and their decisions should b e rendered without fear or favor, free from all pol­ 
itical influence. 


4. THe proposed Constitution in order to curry the favor of and ob tain the 
political influence of the various County Judges of the State, provides that the 
salary of those Judges b e doub led. This accounts for the support which the \ ir­ 
ions County Judges are giving to the movement for its adoption. 


0. The delegates made further efforts to ob tain popular favor in 
Cook 
County b y providing two additional Judges for the Supreme Court from that 
County, and also provided that the two additional Judges should b e elected on 
the same day that the proposed Constitution is voted upon. 
It is significant that 
one of the nominees for one of these positions was a memb er of the convention 
which created the office which he is now seeking. 


7. The exemption of all household furniture will relieve the wealthy resi 
dents of Chicago from all of the b urdens of taxation on their valuab le furnish­ 
ings, Oriental rugs, costly paintings and equipment, worth in many instances 
thousands upon thousands of dollars. 
The 
provisions 
for the 
exemp­ 
tion of instruments of lab or, without limit as to amount, permits the exemption 
from taxation of all machinery of factories and railroads. 
A majority i f all 
o f 
iho memb ers of the convention which formulated the proposed Constitution were 
lawyers. 
Most of*them represented corporate interests. 
Nearly every large 
corporation in the State was represented b y one or more of these attorneys. The 
handiwork of the corporation lawyers is evidenced in the instrument, from b e­ 
ginning to end. These clever representatives of the large interests also included 
a clause in the proposed instrument which provides that areas devoted to for­ 
ests or forest culture may b e exempted from taxation. 
That provision was not 
enacted foi» the average citizen. 
It protects the wealthy proprietor of lands up­ 
on which timb er may b e located. The land need not b e used exclusively for for­ 
ests. 
The word “exclusively” was carefully eliminated from the phraseology 
as the proposed Constitution was Anally drafted. 
When all of the exemptions 
b ecome effective, the heaviest b urdens of taxation will fall almost entirely upon 
the shoulders of the class of people which own small homes or farm lands. 


8. It will aiford opportunities for greatly multiplying the vast numb er of 
persons who are now feeding at the pub lic crib , b y furnishing innumerab le polit­ 
ical job s for favorites who are too lazy toL arn an honest livelihood otherwise. 


9 . The argument that Chicago will b e limited in its representation in the 
Senate is superficial and designed merely to operate as a lure to attract votes for 
the Constitution.

If there is any force to the argument that Chicago's rep- 
reso' tat on in the Legislature should b e limited, then the proposed Constitution 
should b e defeat ..d, b ecause that portion of the State outside of Chicago now has 
control of b oth b ranches of the Legislature and will retain that control unless 
the down-state memb ers surrender it. 
10. Illinois has prospered under its present Constitution. 
It has made re- 
ma-kab le strides in progress. 
Under it, the rights of all citizens are properly 
safeguarded. 
Its provisions have b een interpreted in two hundred and fifty vol­ 
umes of Supreme Court reports and its effect upon the life and b usiness of the 
State has b een accurately determined. 
The proposed Constitution will plunge 
the people of the State into endless and costly 
litigation.
